Peters. 
Wilmington’s superintend- 
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lights to the house. To get 
the lights onto the roof, he 
first attached them onto a 
board with nails, and then 
attached the board to the 
roof. Some nights, they 
would work until one or two 
in the morning hanging the 
lights. 

The display has attracted 
many visitors from both 


Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton, as well as from several 
other towns in Massachu- 
setts. Visitors have greatly 
enjoyed the display, with 
many saying it literally 
brightens their day.

Still no vote on detox facility 
on Middlesex Avenue

WILMINGTON The 
fate of a proposed detoxifi- 
cation facility on Middle- 
sex Avenue still hangs in 


limbo, though the Board of 


Appeals appears to be 
slightly closer to making a 
final decision regarding its 
feasibility. 

“I want to bring this to a 
merciful close, one way or 
another,” said Board of Ap- 
peals Chair Daniel Veer- 
man, near the conclusion 
of roughly five hours of 
presentation and public 
comment on the matter. 

By a vote of 3-2, the board 
voted to continue the meet- 
ing to Jan. 16, 2019. Veer- 
man asked Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull to request that 
Police Chief Michael Be- 
gonis be prepared to speak 
on potential security and 
crime issues at that time. 

The discussion began 
with a presentation from 
building engineer Benja- 
min Osgood, who clarified 
changes to the plan, in- 


cluding moving the plan- 
ned location of one fenced 
patio and placing another 
in the front of the building. 

This information was fol- 
lowed by a presentation 
from traffic engineer Ken 
Cram. Cram asserted that 
a traffic impact study on 
the area of Middlesex Ave- 
nue in question showed 
that the addition of 28 em- 
ployees (in total, not at any 
given time), and approxi- 
mately four deliveries and 
three admits or discharges 
each day, would not signif- 
icantly affect traffic pat- 
terns. 

Cram said that traffic 
recommendations included 
a stop sign placed at the 
end of the driveway, and 
landscaping that would not 
threaten sightlines for ve- 
hicles entering and depart- 
ing. 

Program director Ken 
Mayer spoke next about the 
detox program itself. It be- 
came quickly apparent that 
a sticking point for con- 
cerned residents was the 
possibility of patients leav- 


ing the facility before com- 
pleting the program. When 
Mayer said that one option 
would be to transport such 
individuals to nearby public 
transportation, the room 
erupted.in laughter. 
Further pressed by board 
member Thomas Siracusa, 
who asked whether™ it 
would be possible for an in- 
dividual to leave the facili- 
ty and meet up withia 
friend or go into the Din- 
kin’ Donuts across the 
street, Mayer said that. “99 
percent of the time”-an 
individual would accépt 
transportation away from 
the facility. He conceded, 
however, that Siracusa’s 
scenario was possible. °* 
When Siracusa asked: for 
further assurance that res- | 
idents would be kept safe if 
a patient left the facility, 
Mayer state that the police 
would be notified if an indli- 
vidual deemed any sort*of 
risk to the public departed. 
He also said he would in- 
vestigate the possibility-of

For more than 30 years, 
WCTV has had three televi- 
sion channels. While the 
numbers have changed, the 
concept has been the same: 
One channel is known as 
“Public,” a place where com- 
munity producers can air 
content. The other channels 
are “Education” and “Govern- 
ment.” The former has in- 
cluded all school-related ac- 
tivities (including sports) 
and the latter includes all 
government meetings, in ad- 
dition to programming pro- 


duced by government offi- 
cials, 

WCTV surveys over the past 
two years have shown that 
viewers are most interested 
in meetings, community 
events, school events and 
election coverage. Our chan- 
nel structure currently di- 
vides these categories among 
three channels. 

When someone asks, “What 
channel are you on?” the 
response is usually another 
question: “What are you 
looking for?” Programs from 
the library, Recreation De- 
partment and local scouts 
(to name just a few) also

challenge the traditional def- 
initions as to whether some- 
thing is “public,” “education- 
al” or “governmental.” 

Coming in January 2019: 

WCTV (Comcast 9/Verizon 
37, formerly WCTV Public) 
will serve as the station’s 
primary channel for Wil- 
mington content. This will 
be home to all live program- 
ming, major community and 
school events, sports and 
election programming. It 
will also include time blocks 
dedicated to Wilmington vol- 
unteer producers, even if 
their content is not specifi- 
cally Wilmington-centric. 

WCTV Meetings (Comcast 
22/Verizon 38, formerly 
WCTV Government) won’t 
change much, but instead of 
airing content that is pro- 
duced by government offi- 
cials, this will almost exclu- 
sively be for municipal 
meetings. Note that live 
meetings may simulcast on 
our main channel and gov- 
ernment channel. We know 
how important government 
meetings are to people and 
want to make sure they 
don’t miss them. 

WCTV Access (Comcast 
99/Verizon 39, formerly 
WCTV Education) repre- 
sents the most dramatic 


change to our traditional 
lineup. This channel ‘will 
feature programming - from 
community producers, .as 
well as public access -pro- 
grams that are produced 
outside Wilmington. It’s also 
where community-centric 
and school-related program- 
ming will go for a “longer 
shelf life” outside of our 
main channel schedule: 
Under this realignment, 
when someone asks, “what 
channel are you?” our res- 
ponse will be Comcast 9/ 
Verizon 37. Much like ESPN 
and HBO, we’ll have a main 
channel dedicated to the 
most relevant material, and 
then secondary channels for 
specific interests. We prom- 
ise that each night starting 
at 7 p.m. on WCTYV, you can 
tune in to find either alive 
program or timely commu- 
nity content, whether ‘it be 
an event on the common, a 
concert at the schools or an 
election-related interview. 
As a town, Wilmington 
isn’t divided along “public,” 
“education” and “govern- 
ment” lines. By putting con- 
tent that is most relevant to 
our audience on one chan- 


nel, we believe we make |

(Note: A bear was seen this 
week in Burlington. The last 
bear in Wilmington was killed 
258 years ago.) 


“Near Wildwood Street in 
Wiumington, for many, many 
years. was a large oak tree 
knewn as the Bear Oak. It 
was,said to be the location 
where the last bear in Wil- 
mington was killed. 

In? August 1760, Ephraim 
Buck and his sons Ephraim 
HI and Nathan were cutting 
hay; in the meadow. Every- 
one went home to lunch, and 
when they returned, it was 
quite. obvious that a bear

was present. The hay, which 
had been neatly raked into 
windrow, was scattered. 

The Bucks lived in the 
house known as the Benja- 
min Buck house, near the 
end of Wildwood Street. The 
Bear Oak was about a quar- 
ter mile from the Buck 
house. It was said to be some 
50 feet north of the brook, on 
the westerly side of Wild- 
wood Street. 

One of the sons went home 
and brought the family gun, 
a Queen Anne’s arm, so cal- 
led. It was the type of mus- 
ket used by the British In- 
fantry in the early 1700’s, in 
the era when Queen Anne 


reigned. That gun still exists 
today. 

Ephraim loaded the mus- 
ket with two balls. Then he 
saw the bear near the oak 
tree and shot. Both musket 
balls hit the bear in the 
heart. From that day for- 
ward, the Bear Oak was a 
Wilmington landmark. 

That led to a pun by the 
Rev. Daniel Noyes, when he 
gave his “Historical Addres- 
ses” in 1880, 120 years later. 
He told his audience that 
while two balls had hit the 
bear, he was killed by one 
Buck’s shot. 

According to the late Her- 
bert C. Barrows, the Bear

He and his wife Hazel, founders of the Wilmington Skating Club, were named as

Oak was cut down when the 
street car line was laid out 
on Wildwood Street. Bar- 
rows didn’t take part in the 
cutting, but he was driving a 
wagon for the contractor. 
Construction for the street 
car line began in 1892, 132 
years after the shooting of 
the bear. 

After the tree was cut, a 
photograph was taken with J. 
(for Jonathan) Henry Buck 
standing on the stump, hold- 
ing the musket. With him is 
his nephew, Henry Wilson 
Sargent, known as “Henny 
Penny.” 

The Wilmington Historical 
Commission has a wood car- 
ving of the shooting of the 
bear. It was initialed GHR 
and dated 1896. The carving 
was kept for many years by 
Rodney Buck, and was do- 
nated to the town by his 
daughter. 

J. Henry Buck was the last 
of his family to live in the 
Benjamin Buck house, now 
the oldest house in town 
(1671). He had been sent to 
live with his uncle Benjamin 
and had inherited the house 
when his uncle died. J. Hen- 
ry Buck was 84 years old 
when he died in 1939. In the 
picture, he might look like a 
sportsman posing over his 
kill, but a close examination 
shows that he is wearing 
overalls. 

J. Henry Buck was the son 
of Henry Buck and a half- 
brother to Angelina Buck Sar- 
gent, mother of Henry Wilson 
Sargent. Ephraim and Na- 
than Buck were their ances- 
tors. 

“Henny Penny” lived in the 
Darius Buck house, in front 
of the Benjamin Buck house 
at Buck’s Corner. Darius was 
his great-uncle. After the 
street car line went into 
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Bear Oak'Stumnp

operation, Sargent would 
often put apples on the stone 
wall, for the motorman and 
conductor. But he would 
never ride on the street car. 
One day, some men tied him 
up and put him on the street

find him until the car 
reached the car barn ~in 
Woburn. Sargent was so mad 
that he walked all the way 
home, in spite of the conduc: 
tor offering him a free ride.

Sheriff Koutoujian also 
briefed the incoming legis- 
lators on two major initia- 
tives now underway that 
will enhance opportunities 
for diversion for those with 
behavioral health issues. 

The first was the creation 
of the Middlesex County Res- 
toration Commission. The 11- 
member commission was 
created by the Legislature 
and is co-chaired by Sheriff 
Koutoujian and Dr. Danna 
Mauch, President and CEO 
of the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation for Mental Health. It 
is tasked with exploring the 


‘potential of creating greater 


opportunity for law enforce- 
ment and the courts to divert 
those with mental illness 
and/or substance use disor- 


ders away from the criminal 
justice system and towards 
appropriate treatment. 

The second was Middlesex 
County’s designation by the 
Laura and John Arnold 
(LJAF) as one of three na- 
tional pilot sites for the 
Data-Driven Justice (DDJ) 
Initiative. The effort is fo- 
cused on linking local po- 
lice, jail, hospital and serv- 
ice provider data to identify 
individuals who overlap 
within these multiple sys- 
tems - known as frequent or 
super utilizers - with a goal 
of proactively linking them 
with services.

Judge Emmons cracked down on liquor in Boston 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 


In the very early 1900s, 
Boston’s West End had an 
abundance of saloons. New- 
ly-elected Gov. John L. Bates 
wanted someone to enforce 
the state’s strict liquor laws. 

In April 1903, he sent a tele- 
gram to Judge William H. H. 
Emmons in North Wilming- 
ton, asking him to head the 
Boston Police Commission. 

Emmons had been the pre- 
siding judge of the East 
Boston District Court for 17 
years. He admittedly had no 
experience in police adminis- 
tration. He was _ self-des- 
eribed as a temperance man, 
but not a fanatic. But that is 
where he made his mark as a 
police commissioner, closing 
many of Boston’s saloons. 
~He also cracked down on 
gambling, “red light” houses, 
medical malpractice, drivers 
of “herdics” (cabs), and ille- 
gal fireworks. One measure 
of his success was that 15 
months later, on the Fourth 
of July, effigies of him were 
birned in Boston and other 
cities. His crackdown on 
noisy celebrations earned 
him the moniker “Judge 
Fourth of July Emmons.” 
-In-a Fourth of July speech 
at Faneuil Hall, Congressman 
John Sullivan spoke of the 
gloomy ideas of life held by 
the: Puritans, ideas which 
Cauised them to repress harm- 
lesS pleasures and enjoy- 
ments. 

“And even in the present 
day, this spirit returns to 
plague us,” he said, quoted 
in the Boston Daily Globe. 

The mark was greeted by 
laughter, with everyone tak-

Other Republi- 
cans considered him a “rank 
outsider,” but were better sat- 
isfied than if the appointment 
had been dictated by Gov. 
Bates’ friends. 

Among Democrats, David 
Barry said Emmons was 
cool and calculating, a man 
with a mind of his own and 
not afraid to express it. 

The G.A.R. (Civil War vet- 
erans) held a mock trial in 
East Boston, roasting him 
as “Judge Lemions.” 

He served two years as 
chairman of the Boston Po- 
lice Commission, and a third 
year as a member. On June 
1, 1906, he returned to pri- 


vate law practice. 

He had brought his wife 
and infant son to North Wil- 
mington in September 1887 
for a vacation at the Ford- 
Blanchard house. A maid 
working there put rat poison 
in the tea, poisoning a half- 
dozen people. Fortunately, 
she used too much poison, 
causing everyone to vomit. 
Everyone survived. 

“Aunt. Lizzie” Blanchard 
felt so badly about the epi- 
sode that she gave Judge 
Emmons the land where he 
subsequently built. his sum- 
mer home. The large victori- 
an house stands on Salem 
Street near the North In- 
termediate School. 

The Emmons family would 
spend six months a year in 
North Wilmington, but the 
judge maintained his home 
in East Boston and never 
voted in Wilmington. His son 
Paul and daughter Jennie 
were long-time Wilmington 
residents until their death in 
1959 in a house fire. 

An attorney and historian, 
Paul Emmons wrote about 
his father. The following was 
published in the Wilmington 
Crusader in 1953: 

My fighting father was the 
most celebrated police com- 
missioner Boston ever had. 

Certainly no other police 
commissioner attracted more 
newspaper notoriety or did 
more to free the city of crime 
and drunkenness. 

My father, the late Judge 
William Henry Harrison 
Emmons, served also as a 
member of the Boston City 
Council of 1884 and 1885. He 
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was a judge of 
the East Boston 
District (Court 
from 1886 to 1903. 
Gov. John L, 
Bates them *ap- 
pointed him. as 
chairman of - the 
Boston Police 
Commission; . 

His record in 


brilliant. He ser- 
--ved in artillery, 

infantry and cav: 
alry and was in 44 different 
engagements. 

Among my most treasured 
possessions are his commis- 
sion as adjutant general_of 
volunteers, signed by | Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and his bullet- 
scarred cavalry Baa Fjaingl 
spurs. 

He was wounded at Front 
Royal and captured by |Mose- 
by’s guerillas from an’ ambu- 
lance train. He escaped With- 
in an hour although he hada 
bullet in his right thigh t that 
had severed an artery... 

Until the end of the war, ‘he 
served as chief of staff to ‘the 
commanding general gf New 
Orleans. 

My father was bon “in 
Cleveland, Ohio, It was an 
unusual Civil War romance 
that brought him to Boston: 

In 1863, he was in Suffolk, 
Virginia. Some of his fellow 
officers were suffering from 
social boredom because the 
Southern girls would’ have 
nothing to do with them.

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Art walk at 
Andres Institute of Art 
in Brookline, NH

If you are looking for a nice ac- 
tivity for a crisp weekend morning 
or early afternoon, why not try the 
Andres Institute of Art in Brook- 
line, New Hampshire. There is 
something for everyone at this free, 
open air, outdoor sculpture park. 

Park your car off of Route 13, fol- 
lowing the basic signage, then 
grab a trail map in the kiosk (or 
print your own at home). The map 
is quite helpful and lists 12 walks 
which range from easy to difficult, 
criss-crossing the mountain and 
providing beautiful views of the 
surrounding area. The trails also 


have estimated times noted which 
suggest walks anywhere from 15 
minutes to one hour in duration. 

There is one main paved road 
which winds to the top, but we 
chose the more rugged paths. Our 
sneakers were fine on the day we 
went, but hikers or boots would be 
in order if it is snowy or muddy. 
There are no facilities so be sure to 
prepare before you arrive, and 
carry some water. The workshop 
and private residence are located 
at the summit and as such, cars 
are not permitted up the road 
except with permission. 

The Andres Institute of Art was 
founded by Paul Andres, an engi- 
neer and self-described innovator. 
He purchased Big Bear Mountain 
in Brookline, New Hampshire and 
through a collaboration with sculp- 
tor John Weidman, opened the 
Andres Institute of Art. 

The park covers 140 acres with 
sculptures dotting the landscape. 
Large scale works are created 
from metal and stone and placed 
on sites all over the trails and 
tucked into the woods. In some 
cases, it takes a moment to deter- 
mine if you are looking at an errat- 
ic or a piece of well-integrated art. 

Symposiums are held at the insti- 
tute, and lists of events include fam- 
ily art days and special fundraisers, 
such as one recently with new age 
pianist George Winston. Details are 
available on the institute’s public 
social media site. 

There is a visitor center off of 
Route 106 which would be worth ex- 
ploring but we did not stop there on 
our trip. As it turns out, Bear Moun- 
tain used to be a ski hill in the 1930s 
and was in operation up until. the 


1980s, maintained under the names 
Brookline, Big Bear, and Musket 
Mountain ski areas. They purported+ 
ly had rope tows, T-bars and a dance 
hall which was quite popular. 

Male and female artists are rep- 
resented from Africa, Asia and 
Europe and the United States on 
the mountain. Artists come for two 
weeks and create sculpture and are 
allowed to select a location of their 
choosing on the site. Using heavy 
equipment, the pieces, weighing 
tons, are placed in spots readied by 
volunteers, becoming permanent 
parts of the landscape. The maps 
and sculpture list are useful to ori- 
ent oneself and we were delighted 
to have some letterboxes to find on 
the mountain — surely there are 
geocaches up there as well. 

Dogs are permitted on the trails 
but must be under control at all 
times and visitors are asked to 
clean up after their pets. Snow- 
mobile and mountain bikers are 
also welcomed on the mountain but 
we enjoyed the hike while it was ' 
still dry out, though a few patches 
of ice had formed where water 
trickles off the slope. 

As a compliment to your outing, 
might we suggest Parker’s Maple 
Barn in nearby Mason, New Hamp- 
shire, either for a hearty breakfast 
before your walk or for a warming 
lunch after your hike. The cozy 
cabin atmosphere with farmhouse 
antiques and maple sugaring theme 
is well suited for this time of year. ° 

If you are looking for a way to get 
out and work off a little of the hol- 
iday goodness, take drive over to 
Brookline, NH and take a walk 
amongst the art.

recognition plaque from the 
DAR and a certificate from 
the State House, was a com- 
plete surprise. 

Besides a phone call from 
Paul Cardello, Martell re- 
ceived an email from the 
Chairwoman of the Old Con- 
cord Chapter of the DAR, 
Gayann Barbella, to let her 
know that she was being rec- 
ognized. Then, she was walk- 
ing into an auditorium full of 
the people she’s volunteered 
with for the past seven years. 

“I’m really grateful for the 
award,” she said. 

She included that she’s hum- 
bled to be recognized and to 
get to do all of the work that 
she’s:been doing for the veter- 
ans of this country. 

Martell joined up with the 
Local Heroes Club and iPods 
for Wounded Veterans in 
2012. With her son Peter in 


the air force, she had com- 
passion for veterans and has 
come up with all kinds of 
ways for the entire school 
system to get involved. 

Her goal has been to 
“make as many students and 
the community aware of the 
sacrifices that our soldiers 
and veterans make,” she 
continued. 

And for the past seven years, 
she has been doing exactly 
that. 

iPods’ Paul Cardello spoke 
to the hard work that Mar- 
tell has given to the Local 
Heroes Club and, by exten- 
sion, to thousands of injured 
servicemen and women. 

“She spearheaded the whole 
thing,” he shared, with her 
ideas for the club including 
“scrolls, snowflakes, patriotic 
flags, toiletry bags, and teddy 
bears.” 

They’ve also been working 
on the Dear Soldier Letters 
and the veterans’ case in the 
WHS library. 

Cardello had the privilege 
of telling the DAR all about 
Martell as he was periodi- 
cally informed that she rose 
up the ranks for this recog- 
nition. He explained that she 
was in the final 16, and then 
the semi-finals, and finally 
won the DAR’s award. 

While the DAR has not yet 


publicized what recognition 
Martell is receiving, they 
give out a short list of Pa- 
triotic Awards every year ac- 
cording to their website and 
criteria. 

Although she gives full cre- 
dit to the students for help- 
ing, Martell’s volunteer work 
for veterans was never limit- 
ed to WHS. 

“She goes to the hospitals 
and sees the troops and hand 
delivers [the gratitude 
scrolls, the teddy bears, the 
toiletry bags] that she makes 
with the students,” Cardello 
continued. “She personally 
goes and sees the injured vet- 
erans... she gets calls from 
the injured servicemen and 
women and lets all the stu- 
dents hear the messages.” 

He’s extremely proud of 
Martell’s more than deserved 
recognition. 

The entire experience for 
Martell has been a delight. 

“It really has been quite a 
pleasure getting to meet some 
of these veterans on trips to 
hospitals and parades,” she 
told the Town Crier.

all individuals using the 
facility being mandated to 
sign a release stating that 
if they left early for any 
reason, authorities would 
be notified.

posal illogical, impractical, 
or unsafe. 

Selectman Michael 
McCoy was among the resi- 
dents making this argu- 
ment.

"We said it all along that 
we had a good chance (to 
win)," said Schell after the 
D4 meet.

He began his football 
coaching career as a varsity 
assistant at Longmeadow 
High School back in 1993 
while still a senior at 
Springfield College, and his 
eareer has included 14 years 
agshead coach at Amherst 
High School, Marblehead 
Eegh School, Marshwood 
Figh School in South 
Berwick Maine, Nantucket 
High School, and most 
recently at Malden High 
School in 2017. 

He has also been an assis- 

‘ant at many schools, includ- 
ing at Wilmington High in 
2015, where he coached 
qu rarterbacks and outside 
linebackers. 

Manchester also coached 
softball for nine years, base- 
ball for seven, girls and boys 
basketball for six years and 
even boys lacrosse for one 
year, where he led 
Viarshwood High School to a 
state tournament berth in 
2007. One thing he has not 
done, however, is coach girls 
lacrosse. 

‘hat of course will change 
this spring, when 
vianchester, who is the Math 
‘urriculum Team Leader for 


grades 6-12 in Wilmington, 
becomes the fifth coach in 
the history of the program. 

Manchester will take over 
for Ashley Kelley, who 
resigned after three years as 
head coach. Needless to 
say, Manchester is ready for 
the challenge. 

“I have never coached girls 
lacrosse before and I know 
the game is different than 
the boys game, so I will be 
leaning on them a little bit 
to learn from them while 
they are learning from me,” 
Manchester said. 

One thing that Manchester 
is certain of is that he will 
have a team of players who 
are very dedicated to the 
game of lacrosse. The 
Wildcats were winless last 
season, going 0-18 on the 
season, but that tough sea- 
son has not seemed to curb 
the enthusiasm of the play- 
ers who are returning this 
season, including several 
who are in Manchester’s AP 
Calculus course at 
Wilmington High.

Southwick High School, but 
he was also serving as the 
wide receiver and defensive 
backs coach at Longmeadow 
High School.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - It was a 
very strong opening week of 
the season for the

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By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WOBURN - When 
Wilmington High School 
Athletics decided to change 
gears and move from the 
Cape Ann League to the 
Middlesex League, one of 
the drawbacks was in girls'

In their first seven meet- 
ings with Woburn, the clos- 
est the 'Cats came to a com- 
petitive game was 5-0 and 7- 
2 losses.

WILMINGTON’ -Twenty-
